Nila Cram Cook Lands in New 
York; Says She Is “In Love 
With the World.”’

By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, March 24.—Nila 
Cram Cook, the Iowa girl who be- 
came a disciple of Mahatma Gan- 
dhi and was reported from India 
by the British Government, landed 
in New York today, bound for 
Davenport, Ia., where “I want to 
play on the banks of the Missis- 
sippi.” 

The plump, brown-eyed young 
woman was detained for several 
hours while immigration authorities 
considered the problem of her 6- 
year-old son, Sirios—the child of 
her estranged husband, Topolo 
Proestoes, a Greek. 

Sirios told reporters he thought 
Gandhi was a “grumpy old bear.” 
The boy, listed under the national- 
ity of his father, was admitted to 
the United States in the custody of 
his uncle, Harl Cook. 

Miss Cook’s brother, in a letter 
to Capt. L. B. Adams of the City 
of Elwood, the ship that brought 
Miss Cook back to the United 
States, requested that she be kept 
in her cabin away from inquirers. 

“What we want to do,” the letter 
said, “is to give her as much of 
peace and quiet as possible in order 
to overcome her delusions of gran- 
deur.” 

Miss Cook stayed in her cabin as 
the ship came up New York Bay. 
But at the pier, she threw open the 
door, rushed to the deck into the 
midst of the crowd, giggled, and 
throwing her arms aloft, cried out: 

‘I’m yours. Here I am. I’m in 
love with the world.” 

To a young man in the group, she 
turned and said: “Particularly 
you.” 

All questions regarding the Ma- 
hatma—who became displeased 
with Miss Cook when she strayed 
from his flock and became tired of 
the ways of the Hindus—the home- 
comer referred to her small son. 

“Show them about Gandhi,” the 
mother said. Sirios grabbed a pen- 
cil and paper, drew a caricature and 
laughed. “See, he has_ elephant 
ears.” 

Miss Cook, who went with her 
poet-father, the late George Cram 
Cook, to capture again the classic 
spirit of life by living on the slopes 
of Mount Parnassus in Greece, and 
then went to India where she was 
baptized by Gandhi in the Ganges, 
had little to say about her religion 
of today. 

“Are you still a follower of Gan- 
dhi?” she was asked. 

“Who ever said I was?” came the 
reply. “I want to go to church. 
I’m going to hear choirs and things. 
I'm going to buy roller skates and 
eat ice cream cones. I’m going to 
play again on the banks of the 
Mississippi.”

Shots Fired at Auto as Po- 
lice Remove Him From 
Jail When Crowd Grows 
Threatening.

HARRISBURG, Ill, March 24.-— 

Mob violence was narrowly averted 

here tonight after Sigel Babbs, a 


Negro member of the United Mine 
Workers of America, shot and 
wounded seriously Donald Vinyard, 
a Progressive Miner, on a down- 
town corner while many miners 
looked on. 

Vinyard, who had just come 
from a Progressive mass meeting, 
staggered two blocks to the hos 
pital and collapsed. Physicians said 
a bullet had pierced his lung. 

Three policemen, including Chief 
of Police Harry Moyer, who were 
near when the shot was fired, 
seized the Negro and hastened with 
him to the city jail, diagonally 
across the square from the scene 
of the shooting. 

Miners pressed close behind 
them and within 10 minutes sev- 
eral hundred were massed in front 
of the jail. Some of those in the 
crowd yelled: “Let’s lynch him,” 
and speakers inflamed the anger of 


the mob. 
Taken Out of 

Fearing violence, Chief Moyer 
and his assistants rushed _ their 
prisoner through a rear door, put 
him in an automobile and drove 
off. 

Several shots were fired at the 
automobile as it gathered speed. 

But before pursuit could get un- 
der way, the officers took the Ne- 
gro to the outskirts of the city 
where they were met by Sheriff 
Choisser and deputies in another 
car. The prisoner was transferred 
to the Sheriff's car and taken by 
him to a place of safety, said to be 
a jail in another county. 

After milling about the streets for 
about an hour, the crowd dispersed. 

Witnesses agreed that a dispute 
concerning the controversy between 
the rival unions preceded the shoot- 
ing. 

Fired From a Bus. 

Babbs, who is from Carrier Mills, 
seven miles south of here, fired 
after boarding a bus at the south- 
west corner of the town square. 

The shooting, a renewal of vio- 
lence in the “mine war,” occurred 
a few hours after National Guard 
observers, who have been here 
since the riot of last October when 
about 19 persons were wounded 
near Peabody Mine 43, were re- 
lieved from duty. They were still 
in the city, however. 


INSULL STILL UNREPORTED 
WEEK AFTER LEAVING GREECE 


One Theory Is That He Is Cruising 

Outside Shipping Lanes Awaiting 

. Advice on Where to Go.

ATHENS, March 24.—Samuel In- 
sull departed from Greece a week 
ago tonight and the _ authorities 
know no more about his plans than 
they did then, they declare. They 
denied any knowledge of reports 
that radiograms had been received 
from the steamer Maiotis which he 
chartered. These messages were 
supposed to have indicated that 
the Maiotis was off the Island of 
Rhodes, about 250 miles from here, 
awaiting instructions, possibly from 
the owner of the vessel. The owner 
declined to talk, saying he was 
sworn to secrecy. 

Another report was that Insull’s 
vessel was cruising outside of the 
regular shipping lanes, awaiting the 
advice of his agents on the best 
possible country to use as a refuge 
from American justice. 

Insull is under indictment in 
Chicago for embezzlement and lar- 
ceny in connection with the col- 
lapse of his utilities corporations.

Two former executives of the Rich- 
field Oil Co. entered prison here 
today to serve long terms on grand 
theft convictions.

tigation showed that “write-ups” in 
utility companies amounted to $1,- 
159,000,000, exclusive of a write-up 
of $400,000,000 by-a Mid-Western 
corporation with headquarters at 
Chicago. 

To illustrate how he said the City 
Services Securities Co. kept up the 
price on the New York Curb, Healy 
explained it bought its securities of- 
fered for sale there and sold stocks 
in a house-to-house campaign 
throughout the country with a 
force of 600 salesmen. 

If a buyer sold his stock within 
four months after he bought it, the 
salesman lost part of his commis- 
sion, he said. 

The Insull interests of Chicago, 
among other utility concerns, he 
added, also bought stocks through 
exchanges to keep up prices to 
“mislead the public.”

DR. WYNEKOOP DENIED NEW

Will Be Taken to Dwight, Il, 
Probably Thursday, for Murder 
of Daughter-in-Law. 
CHICAGO, March 24.—Dr. Alice 
Lindsay Wynekoop was refused a 
new trial today and was ordered 
to prison for the murder of her 
daughter-in-law, Mrs. Rheta Gard- 
ner Wynekoop.

7 HELD PRSINER 
IN S000 BANK THEFT 


Forced to Remain Two Hours 
While Robbers Open Safe 
at Osceola, Mo. 


By the Associated Press. 

OSCEOLA, Mo., March 24.—Hold- 
ing seven men prisoner, three rob- 
bers spent two hours in breaking 
open the safe of the Johnson-Lucas 
Bank here early this morning. 
Warning their prisoners to stay in- 
side the bank for 30 minutes they 
entered an automobile and escaped 


with $5000. 

One of the robbers stood guard 
outside while the other two opened 
the safe. While one robber used 
an acetylene torch to cut open the 
door the other stood by with a rub- 
ber hose playing water on the eufe. 

The robbers overlooked abvut 
$2000 in the safe, which was partly 
filled with water when they finally 
got it open. 

About 2:30 a. m. two men, armed 
with pistols and described by wit- 
nesses “as about 50 years old,” ac- 
costed Bert Baker, night watchman, 
on the street. They made him ac- 
company them and a few minutes 
later they sezed R. E. Har- 
ris, Kansas City, a guest at a hotel. 
On the way to the bank the rob- 
bers noticed a restaurant open and 
made Clyde Ireland and Ernest 
Oweng, at work there, accompany 
them. Next they met Percy Buch- 
anan, a plumber, who was return- 
ling home from a fishing trip, and 
John Coon, night clerk in a hotel, 
and forced them to go along. In- 
side the bank they tied their pris- 
oners with wire and put sacks over 
the heads of several, but did not 
have sacks enough to go around.

With his companion Julian was 
finishing a dinner in the Astor 
House, fashionable downtown tour- 
ist hotel. Excusing himself soon 
after midnight, he went to a room 
which he had engaged and took a 
heavy dose of poison, losing con- 
sciousness a few moments later. 
Miss Levy, waiting at the dinner 
table, was not aware of what was 
happening upstairs. 

She became alarmed at the de- 
lay, went to the room and found 
Julian already suffering from the 
poison. She called for hotel attend- 
ants and a physician was sum- 
moned. Julian was hurried to a 
hospital where he failed to regain 
consciousness. Death came at 6 
o'clock in the morning, five hours 
after he had taken the pvison. 

While Julian hung between life 
and death Miss Levy remained out- 
side his hospital room. On learn-

In its present form, the measure 
differs widely from the bill first 
introduced. The original bill caused 
such vigorous objections that, with 
the passage endangered, the ad- 
ministration stepped in, and Trea- 
sury and Federal Reserve Board 
officials in collaboration with the 
original framers of the measure re- 
wrote it. 

The Stock Exchange, through its 
officials, has asserted the new bill 
is just as objectionable as the old, 
that margin requirements and vth- 
er provisions are too rigid to h2 
applicable to constantly changing 
situations, and that the bill can 
only have the effect of causing a 
tremendous liquidation of securi- 
ties holdings with a consequent de- 
cline in prices. 

The Treasury has approved the 
general objectives of the bill and 
the Federal Trade Commission, 
which will have much of the re- 
sponsibility for enforcing it, has in- 
dorsed it. 

The House Committee today 

heard Robert E. Healy, chief coun- 
sel for the Trade Commission, 
urge that stricter provisions be 
incorporated to forbid officers to 
speculate in the stock of their own 
companies, and for the restora- 
tion of the provision against di- 
vulging information.

Favors Immediate Strike. 

A letter protesting against the 
American Federation of Labor pro- 
gram in the automobile industry 
was presented to Marvin H. McIn- 
tyre, a secretary of President Roose- 
velt, today by Phil Raymond, who 
described himself as national sec- 
retary of the Auto Workers’ Union.

THIRD DILLINGER 


PAL CONVICTED OF 
SHERIFF'S MURDER 


Russell Clark Automatically 
Gets Life Sentence on 
Lima, O., Jury’s Recom- 
mendation of Mercy. 


By the Associated Press. . 
LIMA, O., March 24. — Russell 


Clark, third. Dillinger gangster, was 
convicted tonight of murdering 
Sheriff Jess Sarber last Oct. 12. As 
the jury recommended mercy, Clark 


will automatically be sentenced to 
life imprisonment. 

Clark was taken into court from 
his cell only a short time after 
Harry Pierpont and Charles Mak- 
ley, whose trial for Sarber’s mur- 
der preceded his, had formally been 
sentenced to be executed Friday, 
July 13, in the electric chair at 
Ohio State Penitentiary in Colum- 
bus. The court overruled their mo- 
tions for a new trial. 

Clark wore the same tired, un- 
interested expression he exhibited 
throughout the trial. He walked to 
his chair at the counsel table, with 
Deputy Herbert Laing, holding 
tightly to the prisoner’s belt. Im- 
mediately after the verdict was 
read by the clerk, the jurors were 
polled individually. 

When Clark heard the verdict he 
leaned heavily on the shoulder of 
his attorney, Miss Jessie Levy of 
Indianapolis. He seemed to be af- 
fected for the first time since his 
trial started. Clark will be formally 
sentenced Monday. 

G. C. Phetteplace, foreman of the 
jury, said that three ballots were 
taken. On the first ballot, six jur- 
ors voted not guilty, three guilty 
with mercy and three guilty with- 
out mercy. On the second ballot 
10 voted guilty with mercy and 
two not guilty. The third ballot 
Was unanimous guilty with mercy. 

Mrs. May Clark, the prisoner’s 
mother, was not in court when 
the verdict was read. She was 
notified and arrived in court just 
as Judge E. E. Everett was dis. 
missing the jury. , 

All of the three men were ac- 
cused of entering the jail and shoot- 
ing the Sheriff in order to free 
John Dillinger, who was a prisoner. 
Pierpont was convicted as the ac- 
tual killer. The three were captured 
with Dillinger in Arizona in Jan- 
uary. Dillinger was lodged in the 
Crown Point, Ind., jail to await trial 
as a bank robber but escaped.

The trial 
of each Dillinger gangster lasted 
one week.

Commerce Chamber Head 
Says Efforts to Unionize 
All Industry Has Brought 
Recovery Crisis. -

y WASHINGTON, March 24.—Hen- 


ry IL. Harriman, president of the 
United States Chamber of Com- 
merce, in a letter to the member- 


ship of the organization, announced 
today, “efforts to unionize all of 
American industry~ at whatever 
cost, through the threat of strikes 
and by means of legislation, have 
brought a major crisis in the prog- 
ress towards national recovery.” 

Harriman’s statement contained 
reference to both the current auto- 
mobile controversy and the Wag- 
ner national labor board Dill, a 
measure to strengthen the legal 
authority of that agency. The 
board, of which Wagner is chair 
man, was created as an enforce- 
ment adjunct of the recovery act. 

Most of the labor troubles since 
the inception of the recovery act, 
Harriman said, “have been the di- 
rect result of misunderstanding or 
deliberate misconstruction of the 
labor provisions of the act.” 

His Views on Auto Dispute. 

“In the automobile industry 
where, as this goes to press, & 
strike is threatened,” Harriman 
said, “trade union organizers are 
charged with conveying the im- 
pression to workers that they must 
become affiliated with the so-called 
standard unions in order to obtain 
the improvement in employment 
conditions contemplated in the act. 

“To combat this the employers 
have emphasized that the act guar 
antees a free choice in the selec- 
tion of methods for collective bar- 
gaining and that it imposes no re- 
strictions as to the type of employe 
representation organizations. 

“In the automobile industry the 
issue does not seem to be any con- 
troversy between employer and 
employe over hours or wages. 
Spokesmen for the industry point 
out that the question is whether 
union labor can by force impose it- 
self on the industry.” 

Harriman said the Chamber of 
Commerse viewed the Wagner bill 
as “inimical to the public interest.” 

“The National Industrial Recov- 
ery Act,” he said, “was written as 
an emergency measure. If not ex- 
tended by Congress it will go out of 
existence in a little over a year. 

Terms Plan a Drastic One. 

“In spite of this, the labor unions 
now come forward in an attempt to 
make a part of the act permanent 
and in such a drastic form as to be 
wholly unacceptable. Certainly a 
single part of the emergency act 
should not be superseded by perma- 
nent provisions without a consider- 
ation of the future of the entire 
act.” 


Harriman said shop organizations 
set up under the Recovery Act had 
created “freer contacts” between 
employer and employe and “alto- 
gether a better understanding on 
both sides.” 

“Now,” he continued, “the unions, 
dissatisfied with their lack of prog- 
ress in expansion, would add to the 
labor provisions of the Recovery 
Act something so wholly different 
as to violate American principles, 
as to prevent free and fair discus- 
sion between employer and em- 
ploye, and as to be so one-sided as 
to breed rather than allay labor dis- 
putes and disorder. In its present 
form the proposal (the Wagner 
bill) would seern to violate most of 
our constitutional guarantees.”

RAILWAY MEN INSIST 
ON PAY RESTORATION 


Workers Reject Continuance of 
Present 10 Pct. Cut—East- 
man Trying for Peace.

WASHINGTON, March 2.— 
Railroad workers today again re- 
jected proposals that the present 
10 per cent wage reduction be con- 
tinued.

24 Agree to Work to Make 

_ White Metal a Primary 
Money at a Fixed Ratio 
With Gold. 


By the Associated Presa, . 
WASHINGTON, March 24 — 
Twenty-four members of tHe Senate 
silver bloc today reaffirmed their 
stand for use of silver as a primary 
money at a fixed ratio with gold 
and appointed Senator King 
(Dem.)}, Utah, as head of a com- 
mittee to promote legislation to 
that end. 
The committee will confer with 


President Roosevelt and attempt 
to work out a legislative program 
for the session. 

King said the committee would 
@ work “with a view to securing 
legislation—if it cannot reach the 
objective — at least contemplat- 
jing the enlarged use of silver as 
money.” 

He added that the committee 
could support the Dies bill for the 
acceptance of foreign silver at 25 
per cent above the world price level 
in the purchase of American goods, 
the-Wheeler bill for the purchase 
(of one billion ounces of silver, or 
the original Wheeler bill for the 
free coinage of silver-at a ratio of 
16 to 1 with gold. 

A meeting of the committee will 
be called early next week to formu- 
late its program. King said he had 
not yet selected the other members 
of the committee. 

The group, King said, would serve 
as a steering committee to handle 
the silver campaign and decide 
what legislation to concentrate on.

JULIAN TAKES POISON, 


DIES IN SHANGHAI

Another woman entered on the 
scene shortly after Julian’s death. 
She gave her name as Mary Can- 
torovich, of Russian nationality. 
Learning that Julian was dead 
she went to the hospital and caused 
a stir outside the room where his 
body lay. She sought to enter, wept, 
and said she was his “dear friend.” 
This woman said that Julian for 
weeks had been taking drugs to 
induce sleep, and that he other- 
wise had given recent evidence of 
mental uneasiness. He had been 
drinking heavily, she added. 
British authorities in charge of 
the case were silent concerning the 
disposal of Julian’s body and dis- 
position of his affairs. Autborities 
at one hotel said Julian had left 
in their establishment a large 
amount of baggage which they 
hoped would help to liquidate the 
amount Julian owed them in un- 
paid accounts. 

Last December Julian said he 
had been chosen general manager 
of a newly-formed Shanghai stock 
and bond firm and that he was 
planning to conduct a stock broker- 
age business specializing in Amer- 
ican stocks, 

Although he was a frequent vis- 
itor to fashionable public places 
just after he came here last April 
he had spent much time recently in 
an obscure portion of the French 
Quarter. 


Wanted in $3,500,000 Mail Fraud 
in Oklahoma. 
Cc. C. Julian, former Oklahoman, 
was charged in a Federal warrant 
with fraud in connection with stock 
and bond promotion. 
Going to Oklahoma City after a 
financial bubble burst sensationally 
in California, Julian organized the 
$3,500,000 C. C. Julian Oil and Roy- 
alties Co. in 1930, when the oil boom 
there was at its height. He moved 
into an elaborately furnished office 
and purchased an expensive air- 
plane. He was noted for spending 
and unstinted tipping. 
Then a Federal grand jury con- 
vened. Julian and about 50 other 
persons connected with his company 
directly or indirectly were charged 
with conspiring to defraud investors 
of $3,500,000 in stock sales.e Trial 
was set for February, 1933, and Ju- 
lian was placed under $25,000 bond 
which was made by friends. Julian 
disappeared. A few days before the 
trial was scheduled he wrote a let- 
ter to a newspaper editor advising 
the editor he had decided to jump 
his bond and remain in Canada. 
From there he went to Shanghai. 
Many of the others accused in 
the case have entered pleas of nolo 
contendre and have been given sus- 
pended sentences by Federal Judge 
Edgar S. Vaught at Oklahoma City. 
Cases against several others were 
dismissed, including an indictment 
against Charles W. Mason, former 
Chief Justice of the Oklahoma Su- 
preme Court, who had been a 
trustee. 

Headed $40,000,000 Company. 
Julian was not a citizen of the 
United States. Born in Canada of 
Irish parents, he made and lost a 
fortune in Canadian real estate. He 
later went to California, where he 


organized the Julian Petroleum Co. 
several years ago. The company 
became a $40,000,000 producing and 
marketing organization. Julian 
stepped out just before the com- 
pany crashed and 8S. C. Lewis was 
in charge.

He was discovered in 
Shanghai the following month and 
explained that his identity had 
been disclosed by the chance obser- 
vation of a woman acquaintance. 

At one point during his stay in 
Shanghai he requested police pro- 
tection on the ground that he 
feared kidnapers. He lived for 
many months in a hotel in the in- 
ternational settlement in Shanghai 
and retained the counsel of an Aus- 
trian attorney. 


In Hiding in French Quarter. 


In recent months Julian had hid- 
den himself, however, in the French 
quarter of Shanghai and did not 
frequent public places as he did on 
his arrival. On such occasions as 
he was seen in the international 
settlement he was always dressed 
immaculately. 

“I am just a western fellow try- 
ing to get along in an eastern coun- 
try,” he explained, in telling of his 
intention to enter Shanghai busi- 
ness. “Since arriving in China I 
have basked in the sunbeams of 
idleness, but I am 100 per cent 
alive and can’t fold my hands for 
the remainder of my life. There- 
fore, Shanghai is home and I am 
going to work.” 


Recalling the early days of his oil 
career in California he said: 

“In 1909 covered pipe lines with 
a pick and shovel for $1.50 a day, 
wore a leather collar and planned 
to achieve success. I rose and fell, 
but I will come back.” 

He described himself as “a vic- 
tim of Standard Oil’s unending op- 
position.” 

“Some day,” he said, “when China 
is peaceful I will develop the oil 
fields of Northwest China and then 
maybe I will*have the last word 
with the Standard Oil Co. In the 
United States they are all-powerful, 
but here they are small potatoes.” 


FOOD PRICES 22 PCT. HIGHER

February Average for 51 Cities Is 
18 Pect.; Slight Decline

tafl food prices in St. Louis de- 
clined three-tenths of 1 per cent 
during the two weeks period end- 
ing Feb. 27, as compared with a 
decrease of one-fifth of 1 per cent 
for 51 cities, the Department of 
Labor announced today. 
Food prices in St. Louis are 22.2 
per cent above the February, 1933, 
level and 2.4 per cent above the av- 
erage prevailing two years ago. 
The average for 51 cities is 18.9 
per cent higher than the February, 
1933, level and 2.7 per cent above 
the index for February, 1932.

NEW AUTOPSY ON BODY 
OF SWINDLER STAVISKY 


Legislators Seek to Ascertain 
Whether He Was Killed by 
Self or Others. 


By the Associated Press. 

PARIS, March 24.—The body of 

Serge Stavisky, whose Bayonne 
pawnshop swindle caused a $40,000,- 
000 loss to investors, was returned 
today to Paris. 
A new autopsy will be held be- 
cause his reported suicide at his 
Chamonix chateau. Jan. 9 failed to 
satisfy a parliamentary investigat- 
ing committee which seeks to settle 
definitely whether he killed himself 
or, as has been rumored, was shot 
by police or his own henchmen. 

Another development today — the 
reported finding of the missing Sta- 
visky jewels.in London—gave a new 
turn to investigations into the case 
and the fatal street riots, Govern- 
ment defeats, and charges of offi- 
cial laxity that followed it. Police 
hoped the recovery of the jewels 
would help them in following a trail 
leading to the “higher-ups” who 
authorities believe may have had a 
hand in the swindle or in Stavis- 
ky’s machinations, 

E. M. Sutton, member of a Lon- 
don pawnshop firm, said jewelry 
valued at £7000 (about $35,000) in 
his safe, had been traced to Sta- 
visky. Reports here said a French 
secret service man followed _ the 
trail of Stavisky’s’ secretary, Ro- 
magnino, to London, and was said 
to have found a part of the jewels 
valued at $650,000. They had been 
used as security for a $40,000 loan, 
it was reported. This loan was said 
to have been made after police were 
closing in on Stavisky at Chamonix. 

Two Senators and two Deputies, 
meanwhile, testified before the com- 
mittee regarding their alleged rela- 
tions with Stavisky. Transcripts of 
their testimony were sent to Minis- 
ter of Justice Henri Cheron, who 
promptly turned them over to the 
public prosecutor with a demand 
for quick action.

Walkout Scheduled Tomorrow 
—Concerns Failed to Renew

A strike affecting 140 employes 
in 12 union cleaning and dyeing 
plants, where working contracts 
which expired last Feb. 27 have 
not been renewed at an increased 
minimum wage scale, has been 
called effective tomorrow, Joseph 
M. Quinn, secretary of the Clean- 
ers’, Dyers’, and Pressers’ Union, 
announced yesterday. 

There are 56 cleaning plants in 
the city and 17 had working agree- 
ments with the union, five.of which 
have signed, Quinn said. The larg- 
er direct service companies are not 
affected. The union is seeking min- 
imum wage scales ranging from 
$16.50 to $25, representing an ‘!n- 
crease of 5 to 15 per cent for about 
40 per cent of the union member- 
ship, no change being proposed for 
the remainder, Quinn said. 
Members of the union voted last 
March 9 to strike unless their de- 
mands were met. A méeting will 
be held at 1:30 p. m. today at Unity 
Hall, Grand and Page ‘boulevards, 
Quinn said, where notification will 
be given of the strike decision.

Bituminous Code Head Acts

Announcement that no new bi- 
tuminous coal contracts may be 
in 
order to afford time to arrange an 
adjustment of prices between op- 
erators in different sections of the 
coal fields was made last night by 
Joseph P. Harrington, the Presi- 
dential member of Division 2, Bi- 
tuminous Coal Code Authority. 

Harrington, who made his an- 
nouncement in Chicago prior to 
leaving for Washington for a priee 
consultation, said that operators 
had agreed to the contract mora- 
torium. . 

Other coal sales, he said, for de- 
livery prior to March 31 must be 
made at the coa} code prices estab- 
lished for immediate sale. Sales at 
other than code prices, he added, 
“are in direct violation of the bi- 
tuminous coal code.” 

A new set of prices may be pro- 
mulgated by April 1, Harrington 
said. 

Harrington told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter over the telephone that re- 
ports had been received of wide- 
spread “chiseling” both by small 
and large operators. Strict adher- 
ence to the code prices, he added, 
“will prevent injustice to honest 
buyers of coal and defeat schemes 
of chiseling sellers.”

The world’s present largest tele- 
scope is on Mount Wilson, neag 
Pasadena. 
The mirror will be 17 feet in 
diameter and completed will weigh 
10 tons. 
The effort to build a telescope 
twice as large as any now existing, 
began five years ago. Astronomers 
received a grant of $6,000,000 from 
the International Education Board. 
For three years they experimented 
with fused quartz for the mirror. 
Two years ago they admitted de- 
feat and turned the job over to 
Corning glass makers who finally 
evolved a pyrex borosilicate com- 
pound which reduces expansion to 
one-quarter that of window glass. 
The mould for this mirror is 
made of yellow brick. It is filled 
with “ribs,” conical shaped fingers 
that leave indentions in the mass. 
This reduces weight and provides 
space for metal fingers that will 
hold the mirror in shape in the 
telescope. Roller bearings at the 
tips of the fingers will facilitate the 
slight movement of the glass mass 
during atmospheric changes.

He told how riots brought him 
from retirement and declared civil 
war “risks bringing a yet more hor- 
rible thing—foreign invasion.” He 
spoke to the nation through a 
microphone. 

The Premier told how he thought 
he had finished with political life 
after 40 years of service, but came 
when he was called by “Presiden 
Lebrun and party leaders who said 
civil war was about to break out; 
that there was fighting in Paris; 
that people were killed Feb. 6, and 
that there would be more the next 
day if I did not take power.” 

“Task Vast and Arduous.” 

The late Serge Stavisky, whose 
Bayonne pawnshop collapsed, cost 
investors $40,000,000, resulted in 
the overthrow of two governments 
before Doumergue took the helm, 
and led to a train of riots, suicides, 
and murder, was not named in the 
address. 

The name of the “master swind- 
ler,” however, was in Doumergue’s 
mind when he said: “The Govern- 
ment’s task is vast and arduous. 
It must first appease overexcited 
passions, and to do so promptly it 
must punish severely the guilty, 
whose impudence and immunity 
have very justly exasperated the 
whole of our nation, which is hon- 
est, upright and sound.” 

Justice and a moral houseclean- 
ing must be hastened, and “none 
must be hastened, and “none must 
be spared,” he continued. “The at- 
mosphere must be purified so the 
Government can do what it must 
do, and there is much to do.” This 
work, Doumergue said, had moral, 
financial, and political aspects. 

Fit Living to the Purse. 

“It is indispensable and urgent 
if one wishes to save the Parlia- 
mentary regime,” he_ said, for 
“there was-neither much order nor 
suthority in the House.” 

“The value of the franc must be 
maintained,” he asserted. “It is 
low enough.” The State must fit 
its standard of living to its purse, 
the Premier continued, since bal- 
ancing the budget means less 
spending or more taxes, and “an 
increase in taxation will mean ac- 
céntuating the crisis and making 
more unemployment.”

President Roosevelt’s signing of the 
Philippine independence bill was 
followed by the shrieking of 
whistles and ringing of bells when 
the news was flashed to Manila, It 
was early Sunday morning in Ma- 
nila when the McDuffie-Tydings bill 
was signed by the President at noon 
Saturday in Washington. 

The jubilation was more evident 
than it was 15 months ago when 
the Hawes-Cutting independence 
bill was enacted over President 
Hoover’s veto. Then factions were 
divided, and the Legislature reject- 
ed the freedom offer in the follow- 
ing October. 

Now there is no question of 
prompt acceptance of the renewedy 
offer of independence, with its pro- 
visions for relinquishment by the 
United States of Army and Navy 
bases in the Islands. 

Governor-General Frank Murphy 
told Quintin Paredes, Speaker of 
the House, he was ready to sum- 
mon a special session of the Legis- 
ature when a concrete program was 
presented. 

Murphy expressed the opinion the 
Legislature might act on the inde- 
pendence offer April 30 or May 1. 

Indications are that Filipino lead- 
ers intend to hasten steps to set up 
a transition-period commonwealth 
government, including election of 
delegates to a constitutional con- 
vention which will draw up a char- 
ter for President Roosevelt's ap-|. 
proval. 

It is possible the. new govern- 
ment, with a Filipino as chief ex- 
ecutive and an American as high 
commissioner, will be functioning 
in a little more than a year. 

The bill would allow Philippine 
independence in 10 to 12 years, sub- 
ject to the approval of the Philip- 
pine Legislature and the Filipinos. 
The Philippine Legislature must 
accept the independence terms by 
Oct. 1, or the legislation dies. 


“Great Day for You and for Me,” 
President Tells Quezon. 
By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, March 24.— 
President Roosevelt today wrote 
into the statute books a plan for 
the complete freedom of the Philip- 
pine Islands in 1945 or soon there- 
after, when he signed the McDuf- 
fie - Tydings independence law 
passed this week. Philippine lead- 
‘ers announced it would be accepted 
on May 1 by their Legislature. 

“This is a great day for you and 
for me,” the President told Presi- 
dent Manuel L. Quezon of the Phil- 
ippine Senate, adding that, if invit- 
ed, he would attend the inaugural 
ceremonies of the new republic 10 
to 12 years hence. 

Senator Tydings (Dem.), Mary- 
land, co-sponsor of the measure, 
said May 1 had been designated as 
acceptance date for the bill to hon- 
or the memorry of Admiral Dewey, 
who steamed in, destroyed the 
Spanish Armada, and took Manila 
Bay on that date in 1898. 

Enactment of the measure came 
almost exactly 33 years after Amer- 
ican roops captured Gen. Emilio 
Aguinaldo to end the Filipino in- 
surrection on March 23, 1901. Gen.

HUNDREDS MARCH IN CAPITAL 
-IN PROTEST ON ENDING CWA 


Norman Thomas and Group Call 
on Hopkins; Committee Unable 
to See President, 

By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, March 2. — 
Several hundred men and women 
paraded today in protest against 
discontinuance of the Civil Works 
Administration program, laid their 
grievances before the Federal Re- 
lief Administrator Hopkins, and 
sent a committee to see President 
Roosevelt. The committee was us- 
able to see the President, Marvin 
H. McIntyre, a secretary, announc- 
ing the Chief Executive was busy 
with negotiations for peace in the 
automobile industry. 

Norman Thomas, Socialist lead- 
er, who accompanied 40 marchers 
to Hopkins’ office, told the Admin- 
istrator that in abandoning the 
CWA “You are going back to the 
old game of seeing how few crusts 
can keep the people quiet — from. 
starving on one hand or from ris- 
ing on the other.” Thomas said 
conditions in private industry were 
not improving materially and few 
of the unemployed would be ab- 
sorbed in the near future. 

David Lasser of New York, lead- 
er of the demonstration, said at 
least $5,000,000,000 would be neces- 
sary to provide adequate work re- 
lief for the remainder of this year. 
Hopkins told the leaders he 
could offer no hope for re-estab- 
lishment of the Civil Works, but 
said there was no fear that “any- 
one will starve” under the new 
relief plan. Those in the parade, 
which proceeded over Pennsyl- 
vania avenue and past the White 
House, were from New York, Cam- 
den, Philadelphia, Reading and 
Baltimore.

DETROIT, Mich., March 24.— 
Any doubt that the industry has 
‘been on the recovery highway has 
been dispelled by statistics compiled 
in the last few weeks. These have 
shown a steady upward movement, 


with each week’s figures making 


the most favorable comparison in 
three years. 

A 2,000,000-unit output in the first 
six months of the year is being 
freely predicted, provided there is 
no serious interruption of the as- 
sembly lines by strikes or sudden 
curtailment of raw material sup- 
plies. The expected heavy output 
in the first half of the year does 
not, however, mean that the total 
for 1934 will aggregate 4,000,000 
units, although some of the more 
optimistic of the industry’s execu- 
tives say the year will not fall far 
short of that figure.. 

The more popular estimate still 
appears to be around 3,500,000 cars 
and trucks. The assumption is 
that the final half of the year will 
not see quite so active a consumer 
demand as in the closing months 
of 1933. 

The cost of production is being 
watched more closely. In some 
quarters it has been said that the 
introduction of radically changed 
models this year placed a heavy 
burden of outlay on motor car man- 
ufacturers that might otherwise 
have been avoided. It is pointed 
out that cost of labor and raw ma- 
terials have increased under code 
requirements. 

Yet the industry’s leaders appar- 
ently correctly gauged the extent 
of returning consumer interest, and 
followed a more or less uniform 
policy in offering mechanical and 
other alterations in the new models 
designed to sustain the appeal of 
individual types. In some plants 
which made unexpectedly radical 
changes in design, new departments 
had to be created at considerable 
expense. 

Whether the new model] expense 
this year was any greater in the 
ageregate than in any other nor- 
mal year, however, is a debatable 
question. The industry’s operating 
expense includes provision for an- 
nual model changes as well as a 
heavy outlay of “silent dollars,” 
that make possible never-ending 
laboratory research. 

Each of the last few years has 
geen the development of new de- 
vices and gadgets designed to make 
individual makc- of motor cars ap- 
peal more urgently to the potential 
buyer. The cost of these new de- 
vices, however, has been chiefly in 
the necessary research work.

How Buick Makes — 
‘Knee Action’ Spring 
for Its 1934 Cars. 


Buick’s manufacturing process 
for the new “knee action” springs 
is interesting. The material used 
is silicon manganese steel, iff long 
straight bars, nearly three-fourths 
of an inch in diameter and about 
'135 inches long, depending on which 
series of cars the spring is intend- 
ed for. 

A bar is heated at either end and 
run between rolls which flattens it 
for a distance of about a foot to 
form a flat bearing surface at each 
end. The entire bar is then heated 
to a temperature of 1560 degrees 
Fahrenheit preparatory to _ coiling. 
The spring is then coiled on a man- 
drel, being guided by a spiral lead 
screw. After coiling, it is automat- 
ically stripped from the mandrel 
and reheated for hardening. It is 
placed on a conveyor, and enters a 
furnace where it is held at 1610 de- 
grees for 45 minutes. 
At the end of this period, the 
spring is removed for oil quenching. 
It remains inthe oil treatment for 
75 seconds, then is sent to a tem- 
pering oven and quenched in cold 
water. 
Each spring is next inspected for 
hardness within close limits. 
As a last check, the spring is 
compressed by a load equal to that 
which it will receive in a car and 
its height measured. This height 
is important as it determines the 
standing height of the completed 
car. The spring then is rust-proofed 
and dried, after which it is placed 
in a vat of enamel! and baked.

AUGUSTA, Ga., March 24. — On 


the cold, soggy battle ground of the 
Augusta National Links today, af- 


ter a gallant but discouraging pur- 
suit, the great Bobby Jones mathe- 
matically surrendered his last 
chance of overtaking the flying pro- 
fessional squadron in the $5000 Mas- 
ters’ Invitation Golf tournament. 

Jones today shot the best golf he 
has exhibited since he began his 
come-back two days ago after a 
lapse of nearly four years since 
his retirement as world champion. 
He shifted to a rusty old putter 
his mother has been using and re- 
covered his touch to the extent of 
taking only 30 putts for the 18 
holes, but the “breaks” were 
against him and his par golf was 
not good enough to close the big 
gap between him and the leaders, 

Horton Smith Takes Lead. 

The Georgian’s 54-hole total of 
222, although lifting him 10 notch- 
es up to the list to a tie for eight- 
eenth place, also left him exactly 
10 strokes behind the brilliant 
young leader, Harton Smith of 
Chicago. Smith shattered par for 
the second time in three days with 
a 70. His three-day aggregate of 
212 kept him a stroke in front of 
the field and made him the 
marked man in a prospective five- 
cornered battle in the final round 
tomorrow for the top money of 
$1500. 

On Smith's heels, alone in second 
place, was Bill Burke, the man 
who succeeded Jones as national 
open champion in 19931.

ILLINOIS RACING 
BODY WANTS TO 
“KNOW ALL” 
ABOUT TRACKS 


The new Illinois Racing Commis- 
sion, under which all [Illinois 
tracks, including Fairmount, will 
operate this year, plans to be more 
than a commission in name only, 
according to word from officials of 
the Collinsville track. Complete 
control of racing will be in the 
hands of the new commission. 

During the past week the new 
group made several appointments 
and accompanying announcements. 
Christopher J. Fitz Gerald, presid- 
ing steward for years at Arlington 
Park Jockey Club, has been ap- 
pointed “guardian” for Illinois 
tracks. His titie at all tracks in 


the State will be “Steward Repre- 
senting the Illinois Racing Commis- 
sion.” Reports are that he will be 
paid by individual tracks at the 
rate of $100 a day. 
Mutuel Directors Named. 

Also came the announcement 
that two men—Oscar Backman of 
Chicago and Mortimer Shaw of 
Kentucky—had been appointed “di- 
rectors of pari-mutuel betting de- 


partments at Illinois tracks,” repre- 


senting the Illinois Racing Com- 
mission. These directors, it is re- 
ported, will receive $50 a day, and 
will also be paid by individual 
tracks. . 

According to the present under- 
standing Fitz Gerald or an assis- 
tant will be in charge in the stew- 
ards’ stands, as will Backman or 
Shaw, or assistants, in the pari- 
mutuel departments. These men, 
it is reported, will have more au- 
thority than the track’s own repre- 
sentatives. 

Making application to hold a race 
meeting in Illinois this year is not 
the comparatively light task of 
other seasons, as Mrs. Mildred 
Snowden, Fairmount’s office secre- 
tary, will testify. The application 
must include a certified report of 
all the business detafis of the track 
for the past five years. Following 
are a few of the facts sought by 
the new commission: 

The average daily attendance, 
both paid and complimentary, by 
year, for each year during the pre- 
vious five years. 

The complete list of salaries or 
management fees or compensation 
paid to officers, directors, partners, 
individuals or others owning any 
interest in the track. 

The salaries paid to all officials 
of the track. 

A list of all employes to be em- 
ployed by the track, with their pro- 
posed salaries and duties. 

A Few More Questions. 

The foregoing just skims the sur- 
face of what the new commission 
wants to know. It also wants the 
schedule of admission prices; wants 
to know whether the track operates 
its own concession business; an in- 
ventory of all property, real and 
personal, owned or leased by the 
track; cost of improvements or de- 
preciation for the past five years, 
a complete profit and loss state- 
ment for the past five years, and 
the final disposition ef the profits, 
if any. All these questions, and 
many others of little surface signifi- 
cance, but which will take a great 
deal of detail work to dig up, are in- 
cluded. 

Mrs. Snowden is trying to as- 
semble this information as quickly 
as possible in order that applica- 
tion for racing dates may be made. 
As previously stated, Fairmount 
hopes to open its spring meeting on 
Memorial day, May 30, and. antici- 
pates no difficulty in getting rac- 
ing dates because the track, due to 
its location, will not be operating 


in opposition to other Illinois tracks.

BALTIMORE, March 24.—Sixty- 
four of the nation’s outstanding 
colts and fillies have been nomi- 
ntaed for the Preakness, Pimlico’s 
rich event for three-year-old thor- 
oughbreds. The race is to be run 
May 12. 
’ The entry list, -which closed 
March 17, shows that 40 different 
interests have one or more nomina- 
tions for the $25,000 added event. 

Heading the list, in number of en- 
tries, is the Brookmeade Stable, 
with five, followed by the Belair 
Stud with four, and E. R. Bradley, 
the Greentree Stable, 8S. W. Labrot 
and H. C. Phipps with three each. 

Among those with two. entries 
each are Mrs. John Hay Whitney 
and George D. Widener, both of 
whom have highly regarded nomi- 
nees. 

Singing Wood Entered. 

Mrs. Whitney has Singing Wood, 
the leading money winner of 1933, 
whose victories in the futurity 
stakes at Belmont and elsewhere 
brought in $86,800. She also has en- 
tered The Immortal] II, an import- 
ed colt said to have been the best 
two-year-old last year in Ireland. 

The Widener entries are Chic- 
straw, winner of the Richard John- 
son stakes, Walden handicap, Pim- 
lico handicap and endurance handi- 
cap, and Kawagoe, winner of the 
nursery handicap at Belmont.

Advocate Park Commission. 

A State park commission for Mis- 
souri was advocated by Wilbur 
Buford, State Game and Fish Com- 
missioner, in a recent talk before 
the State planning conference. This 
is the first time a commission plan 
for the department has ever been 
advocated by a State game and fish 
commissioner while he was in of- 
fice. 

One of the things which prompts 
him to urge a reorganization of the 
State Conservation Department’s 
setup, Buford admits, is the prob- 
lem of maintaining the parks when 
the United States Department of 
the Interior completes the develop- 
ment now under way. 

“Already the United States Gov- 
ernment has spent $690,000 in de- 
veloping Missouri’: State parks and 
before the United States Depart- 
ment of the Interior withdraws the 
CCC camps from these areas more 
than $1,000,000 will have been spent. 
That’s nearly three times the orig- 
inal cost of the parks which were 
paid for from hunting and fishing 
licenses. 

“With $1,000,000 worth of develop- 
ment on these parks it’s impossible 
to think of maintaining them with 
the present available revenue. Now 
the parks are receiving less than 
$100,000 annually for this purpose 
and this amount had already been 
inadequate before the improve- 
ments had started by the Federal] 
authorities. 


Funds Are Not Adequate. 


“The 25 per cent of the hunting 
and fishing license fees, diverted 
by law into the park fund, has been 
inadequate for park purposes and 
has irritated the sportsmen who 
buy the licenses. They feel all of 
the license money should be used 
for propagating and protecting 
game and fish and resent the di- 
version of the game fund. 

“Some method of financing the 
parks division as separate from the 
game department should be found. 
The best method might be to have 
a State park commission which 
could handle this work.”

Socialists’ Mistakes.

The startling increase of crimes 
in Spain also is giving cause for 
apprehension, and has turned 
many votes to the Conservatives. 
According to 1932 judiciary report 
there were 126,609 criminal cases 
on the dockets. Intimidation of. 
juries, employment of expensive 
counsel and plain defiance of the 
law make difficult the adminis- 
tration of justice. 

Syndicalism and anarchism, 
movements which grew spectacu- 
larly after the repressive mea- 
sures of Dictator Primo de Rivera 
and Gen. Berenguer were re 
moved, are perhaps the greatest 
menace facing Spain today.

INCE the first copies of the National In- 
G austria Recovery Act came off the 

presses, capital and labor have argued 
over the exact meaning of the celebrated sec- 
tion 7A, variously called “‘Labor’s Bill of 
Rights,” “Labor’s Magna Charta,” and “La- 
bor’s Charter of Freedom,” by advocates of 
unionization of labor. After several months’ 
operation under NRA codes, it would appear 
that some of this enthusiasm was premature. 
Now Senator Wagner of New York, sponsor 
of the NIRA in Congress and one of its au- 
thors, has elaborated on the meaning of this 
controversial section in his pending “Indus- 
trial Disputes Bill’ and in addition has pro- 
posed permanent machinery designed to com- 
pel settlement of controversies over working 
conditions, hours and wages. 


The leaders of union labor saw in the fol- 
lowing two pertinent paragraphs of Section 
7A the greatest aid organized labor had ever 
received from the Government: 


Employes shall have the right to or- 
ganize and bargain collectively through 
representatives of their own choosing, 
and shall be free from interference, re- 
straint, or coercion of employers of labor 
or their agents, in the designation of such 
‘representatives or in self organization or 
in other concerted activities for the pur- 
pose of collective bargaining or other mu- 
tual aid or protection; 

No employes and no one seeking em- 
ployment shall be required as a condi- 
tion of employment to join any company 
union or to refrain from joining, organ- 
izing, or assisting a labor organization of 
his own choosing. 


But many employers refused to believe that 
the Government intended that their employes 
must be affiliated with the national unions. 
These industrialists held that “collective bar- 
gaining’ was the compulsory thing and that 
any union or organization of employes that 
served this purpose would suffice, hence the 
so-called company unions. 


Not Anti-Company Bill. 


The Wagner praposal is sometimes called 
the “Anti-Company Union. Bill.” This is a 
misnomer. It does not in terms outlaw the 
company union as such, but the first part 
definitely optiaws certain “unfair practices” 
by employers. It does outlaw company unions 
“dominated by employers.” Labor leaders de- 
clare that without the use of these “unfair 
practices,”’ company unions cannot be organ- 
ized. But the bill does not outlaw similar 
practices by labor leaders who organize trade 
or craft unions usually affiliated with 
American Federation of Labor. 

The second portion of the bill 
for the-permanent establishment of the Na- 
tional Labor Board and outlines how it shall 
proceed in labor disputes. The third part 
creates a Federal Conciliation Service in the 
Department of Labor. 


The company or other union versus the 
American Federation of Labor union is the 
issue at the bottom of the present serious la- 
bor controversy in the country and beneath 
that is the well-known major objective of 
union labor, the “closed shop,” closed to all 
workers not members of a certain union that 
is, and the equally well-known opposition of 
many large employers. The company union has 
had few defenders except industrialists be- 
fore the Senate Education and Labor Com-

Administrator Johnson intimated at the 
Code Authorities Conference this month that 
unless the industrialists “played the game” 
Congress would pass the Wagner bill. 

“We have got to accord labor the right 
guaranteed by this act,” Johnson deciared. 
“There is no law prohibiting company unions 
as such if there is no interposition whatever 
by employers and if the men freely choose it. 
But 99 times out of a 100, as you and I know, 
this is hot the case. Let's not kid ourselves. 
Let us act before Congress acts. Let us obey 
the law.”

There are several types of company unions, 
depending, of course, on the desires of the em- 
ployes and in some instances, the desires of the 
employers. In general such unions are fos- 
tered by employers, and as their name im- 
plies, are restricted to individual companies. 
They are thus “vertical” organizations. The 
dues, if any, are low and the organizations 
are not affiliated with the national unions. 
In negotiations with the employers they are 
represented by men working for the company.

A N ORDER of the Labor Board could 


require an employer adjudged to have 
engaged in “unfair” practice to pay 
ges, to reinstate employes or “to per- 
form any other acts that will achieve sub- 
stantial justice under the circumstances.” 
The order could also require periodic re- 
ports from the employer showing the extent 
to which he has complied with the order.

In his bill, Senator Wagner seeks to rem- 
edy the situation as found by his board, by 
Administrator Johnson and Compliance Direc- 
tor Davis. 

His proposal is described in the title, “a 
bill to equalize the bargaining power of em- 
ployers and employes, to encourage the amica- 
ble settlement of disputes between employers 
and employes, to create a National Labor 
Board, and for other purposes.” 

The introductory section, written specifi- 
cally for court tests, states in part that “the 
tendency of modern economic life toward in- 
tegration and centralized control has long 
since destroyed the balance of bargaining pow- 
er between the individual employer and the 
individual employe, and has rendered the in- 
dividual, unorganized worker helpless to ex- 
ercise actual liberty of contract, to secure a 
just reward for his services and to preserve 
a decent standard of living, with subsequent 
detriment to the general welfare and the free 
flow of commerce.”’ 


Listing Unfair Procedures. 


Section five lists as “Unfair Labor Prac- 
tices”’ by any employer, or any one acting in 
his interests, directly or indirectly, the fol- 
lowing: 

1. To attempt by interference, influ- 
ence, restraint, favor, coercion or lock- 
out, or by any other means, to impair the 
right of employes to join labor organiza- 
tions to engage in concerted activities. 

2. To refuse to recognize or deal with 
representatives of employ@, or to fail to 
exert every reasonable effort to make and 
maintain agreements made with such rep- 
resentatives. 

3. To initiate, participate in, supervise 
or influence the formation, constitution, 
by-laws, other governing rules, opera- 
tions, policies or elections of any labor 
organization. 

4. To contribute financial or other ma- 
terial support to any labor organization, 
by compensating anyone for services per- 
formed in behalf of any labor organiza- 
tion, or by any other means whatsoever. 

5. To engage in any discriminatory 
practice as to wage or hour differentials, 
advancement, demotion, hire, tenure of 
employment, reinstatement, or any other 
condition of employment, which encour- 
ages membership or non-membership in 
any labor organization. 

This section also provides that nothing in 
the act shall preclude an employer and a la- 
bor organization from agreeing that a per- 
son seeking employment shal] be required to 
join the labor organization as a condition of 
employment, if the labor organization is com- 
posed of at least a majority of the employes 
and the agreement not cover more than @ 
year. This provision, of course, contemplates 
the “closed” shop, where new employes must 
join the union. Critics of the bill held this 
radically modifies the meaning of section 7A. 


Right to Strike Maintained. | 


A later section of the bill declares that 
nothing in the act shall be construed so as to 
interfere with or impede or diminish in any 
way the right of the workers to strike. a 
still later section provides that wherever the 
act conflicts with section 7A of the NIRA, 
the provisions of the Wagner bill shall pre- 
vail. 

The bill also contains a definition of “em- 
ploye” which has met opposition from indus- 
trialists. This definition includes workers out 
on strike and excludes strike-breakers then 
at work. This is an important definition. It 
will be recalled that in the first election held 
in the Budd Automobile Body Co. plant to 
determine whether the workers favored the 
company union or the trade union plan, Com- 
pliance Director Davis would not permit 800 
strikers to vote. The company union won by 
a comparatively smal] majority.

Accepting as a fact that im-) 
proved business conditions have 
lowered the number of unem- 
ployed and lessened the necessity 
for governmental expenditures-as 
an impetus to increasing the buy- 
ing power of the public, relief ad. 
ministration authorities are set- 
tled on a $2,000,000 reduction in 
the monthly expenditures in the 
state. 


Former  Lieutenant-Governor 
Wallace Crossley, State Director, 
holds the opinion that at least 
one more year of relief expendi- 
tures will be- necessary. ‘“Condi- 
tions have improved and are con- 
tinuing to improve,” he said, “but 
there will be at least a year of ex- 
tensive relief work. How much 
longer than that we can tell better 
next year than now.” 


Work for Able-Bodied. 


The new set-up will begin with 
approximately 275,000 persons on 
the direct relief rolls, compared 
with 337,893 in April, 1933, the 
peak number of the entire depres. 
sion period. It will be the aim 
of the Commission to provide em- 
ployment for all able-bodied per- 
sons on the relief rolis to the ex- 
tent of the relief payments to 
which it has been decided they are 
entitled. 


In the past aid has been ex- 
tended through two major plans— 
direct payments of amounts found 
to be necessary through investiga- 
tion by social service workers, and 
through employment furnished 
by the Civil Works Administra- 
tion. 


Civil Works projects will be 
closed out April 1 and under the 
proposed plan will be re-estab- 
lished under the Missouri Com- 
mission with a view to relieving 
the direct relief burden, and yet 
enabling those on the relief rolis 
to obtain the required assistance 
through employment. 


Under the CWA half the work. 
ers are taken from the relief rolls 
but for the other half there 
was no requirement that they be 
needy to the extent of having ap- 
plied for public aid. This result- 
ed in some dissatisfaction, it be- 
ing found that in some parts of 
the State workmen were attract- 
ed from private employment by 
the higher wages paid by the 
CWA. 


Plans for New Set-Up. 


Director Crossley said the pro- 
posed projects would be similar to 
those carried out under the CWA 
and that some of the CWA proj- 
ects would be continued, but under 
a different set-up. 


In the future every project em- 
ploye will be taken from those on 
direct relief. Wages will be at 
the rate prevailing in the particu- 
lar community for the same char- 
acter of work, but not less than 
30 cents per hour. No employe 
will be permitted to work a long-

Higher CWA Costs. 


Under direct relief the cost has 
been from $4 to $5 per month per 
person, while under the CWA it 
has been from $12 to $15 per. 
week per person employed. The 
increased cost is due to the fact 
that in no instance was a CWA 
wage lower than the prevailing 
wage in the community, and in 
many instances it was much high- 
er, and also to the fact that the 
expenditures included materials 
and supplies. 

Public relief and CWA expendi- 
ditures in Missouri will have 
amounted to approximately $35,- 
000,000 by April 1, exclusive of 
the cost of Civilian Conservation 
Corps work, and exclusive of 
the value of food products which 
have been distributed free. 

The complete and exact dis. 
bursements are not available be- 
cause reports for the larger part 
of March will not be made until 
after April 1. Direct relief ex- 
penditures to March 1, covering 4 
period from September, 1932, 
were $14,658,5138.97. CWA ez- 
penditures to March 15, covering 
a period from Nov. 16, 1933, were 
$16,799,289.88, a total of $31,- 
457,808.85. Estimates of direct 
relief expenditures for all of 
March and CWA _ expenditures 
for the last half of Mareh bring 
the total to about $34,500,000. 


February's Relief Roll. 

While 275,000 may be taken 
as a rough estimate of the num- 
ber of persons who will be on di- 
rect relief rolls in April, there is 
no accurate basis for a dependa- 
ble estimate. In February 61,961 
resident families, comprising 
203,962 individuals, were on direct 
relief. Im addition there were 
15,331 individuals classed as 
“single, non-family,” and 3741 
transient non-residents were aid- 
ed. This made a total of 228,034 
persons aided in February. 

At the end of February 74,418 
persons were on CWA employ- 
ment. These added to those on 
direct relief made a total of 302, 
452 who had aid in February. 

Just how many of the CWA 
workers will go on direet relief 
when the system is changed can- 
not be known in advance, nor can 
it be ascertained whether the 
number of those on direct relief, 
exclusive of CWA workers, will 
increase or diminish. Last year 
April proved to be the high point 
for direct relief, those on the rolls 
increasing from 300,057 in March 
to 337,893 in April. In May there

"Mr. Eastman and the Transportation Problem 


In his second report to Congress, the Federal Co 
ordinator of Transportation, Joseph B. Eastman, de 
velops his long-awaited theory of control over all 
transport, land, water and air. 

In championing ICC regulation versus code regu- 
lation, Mr. Eastman lays his finger on an existing 
weakness in the NRA experiment worth noticing. 
Quite boldly, he says that NRA regulation is based on 
enlightened self-rule in business, accompanied by a 
minimum of interference from the Government. Here, 
then, is the reason code regulation is preferred by 
the motor and water carriers. It offers a greater 
escape from Government meddlesomeness. But this 
greater freedom from Government interference, ar- 
gues Mr. Eastman, is why the ICC regulations should 
be selected by Congress. The NRA is not “well adapt- 
ed” to the adjustment of a conflict between a coded 
industry and the public interest, whereas the ICC is, 

What Mr. Eastman alleges may be true now. But 
there is the future to be reckoned with. If motor and 
water carriers are seeking code regulation in the be 
lief that it will be less severe than ICC regulation, 
they had better look the situation over more closely. 
Government cannot intend to turn over to industrial 
self-rule the great powers to fix prices, control supply 
and deal mortal blows to competition without exer- 
cising over this self-rule vigorous veto powers. With 
its coding job finished, NRA will be forced to de 
velop a large investigative force, so that it may in- 
telligently use these veto powers. Then there will be 
little difference between the meddlesomeness of ICC 
or NRA in the affairs of business. NRA will event- 
ually have to equip itself to handle a conflict be- 
tween a coded industry and the public interest.

Regulation of the motor and water carriers differa 
from railroad regulation in these bills at certain 
points because of economic traits peculiar to these 
industries. While all railroads are common carriers, 
motor and water carriers are divided into three 
kinds—common carriers that operate on published 
schedules, contract carriers that hire out, and pri- 
vate carriers that carry mainly for the manufactur- 
ing companies that own them but also “hire out.” 
In both industries, it is the contract carriers and 
private carriers that are causing most of the destruc 
tive competition. So the regulation of water carriers 
forbids private carriers to “hire out,” while the regu- 
lation of motor carriers compels private carriers, if 
they “hire out,” to submit their rates to regulation 
by the commission. The prohibiting of private water 
carriers from “hiring out” is expected to cause-much 
protest from the big manufacturing companies own- 
ing them, but the Eastman report points out that it 
is the “for hire” operations of private water carriers 
that is the largest single cause of the destructive 
competition that has overwhelmed this industry.

Progress of the 


What has been done for the farmer? A great 
deal, if we may rely on the authoritative statistics 
of the Department of Agriculture. After declining 60 
per cent from 1929 to 1932, the farmer’s money 
income moved upward in 1933. Last year, the income 
from crops alone was 55 per cent greater than in 
1932. Delay in applying the agricultural adjustment 
program to stock-raising permitted continued live- 
stock surpluses which held down the total increase 
in money income to farmers; but notwithstanding 
this, the total return was $6,393,000,000, or about 20 
per cent greater. A year ago, wheat was 71 cents a 
bushel; last week it was $1.05. In the same period. 
corn has gone up from 43 cents to 65; cotton from 
6 cents a pound to 12; creamery butter from 18 cents 
to 24; oats from 27 cents a bushel to 45. 

Chester C. Davis, administrator of the AAA, at- 
tributes this change for the better in large part to 
the retirement of surplus acreage and the success 
of the processing tax plan, which is the device that 
makes a reduction in acreage possible. Writing in 
Barron’s financial weekly, he cites the revival of 
the stricken cotton-growing industry as a sample of 
what is being done. Last summer, the AAA took 
more than 10,000,000 acres out of cotton production. 
This decreased output by more than 4,000,000 bales, 
sent up the price of cotton and, taken with the 
rental and benefit payments for retired land, 
brought about an increase in the cotton producer's 
income of 75 per cent over the previous year. 

But if the processing tax‘finances the cotton cur- 
tailment program, it does not follow that the tax 
itself accounts for the extent of the income increase. 
Mr. Davis illustrates this with the case of overalls. 
In the six months ending last Jan. 16, the price of 
overalls advanced from $1.09 to $1.53. The processing 
tax amounted to only 8 cents of the 44-cent increase. 
The rest of the better price resulted from the im- 
proved economic condition of the country generally, 
and to this the improvement in the cotton territory 
was an important contributor. Higher prices for cot- 
ton mean increased buying at the rural stores, repay- 
ment of loans and larger bank deposits, and these af- 
fect not only the South but the whole country. 

The same principle is being applied to other agri- 
cultural commodities, the wheat, corn, tobacco and 
hog restriction programs being well under way. 


Processing Tax 


Seven million acres are to be taken out of wheat 
and a half million acres out of tobacco, and so on. 


For cutting their acreage, wheat growers are to re- |, 


ceive approximately $100,000,000 in benefit payments. 
These payments, like those to cotton producers, are 
financed from the processing tax. Of this sum, $45,- 
000,000 has already been paid to some 532,000 farmers 
who are cooperating in the program. As wheat 
processing tax collections amount to almost $49,000,- 
000, the adjustment for wheat is self-financing at the 
present time. , While this is not true of the efforts to 
adjust all agricultural commodities—for example, 
corn and hog benefit payments on Feb. 1 were ap- 
proximately $20,000,000 in excess of taxes collected on 
these products—the plan of the AAA is to reduce 
all such disparities until the entire program is sup- 
porting itself. 

For products which do not lend themselves to proc- 
essing, adjustment is to be worked out through mar- 
keting agreements. Under AAA agreements, vegeta- 
ble growers were led to adjust their production more 
nearly to demand, with the result that income from 
farm vegetables was 32 per cent greater in 1933 than 
in 1932. A similar limitation agreement of California 
cling-peach growers kept production at consumption 
last year. When the marketing season was over, pro- 
ducers had five times the income of the previous year. 

A governmental program so far-reaching and so 
different from any with which the American people 
have had experience has and should have its critics. 
These range from those who are anxious to have it 
work out and offer constructive suggestions to those 
like Senator Borah, who regard it as a dangerous 
and costly hindrance to recovery. Time alone will 
tell what the final result will be, but it is hard to dis- 
regard such a sign along the way as an approximate 
doubling in general merchandise sales in small towns 
and rural areas in January, 1934, over January, 1933. 

On the first day of 1930, the farm population was 
only a little more than 30,000,000, lower than it had 
been for at least 20 years. Today, it stands at more 
than 32,200,000, which is an all-time high mark. This 
swing of the population pendulum means a notable 
shift in the location of consuming power to ths 
rural sections, and that in itself is enough to spur 
the Roosevelt administration on in fts fight to bring 
about parity for the farmer.

A rare and appropriate gift is being sent by the 
American University of Beirut, Syria, to the people 
of the United States—13 living cedars of Lebanon, 
to be planted, by order of the President, in the 
grounds of ANington National Cemetery, overlooking 
Washington. This arboreal species has been of par- 
ticular significance to man almost since the dawn 
of civilization. In the Bible, the cedars of Lebanon 
are called “the trees of Jehovah, which He hath 
planted,” and symbolize power, prosperity and 
longevity. King Hiram of Tyre transported cédars 
from Lebanon for the building of King Solomon’s 
temple. To the Romans, as well, the ancfent grove 
was sacred, and Hadrian ordered that the trees be

NITCHEY TILLEY. By Roy Helton. (Har- 
per & Brothers, New York City.) 


HAT Roy Helton ig a man of genuine 
T poetic gift was evidenced by his volume 

of Kentucky mountain verse, “Lonesome 
Water” (1930). That gift is no less evident 
in this strikingly original prose tale, which 
deals with the adventures of a Southern 
mountain boy in his search for the meaning 
of life umong the skyscrapers of New York. 

Nitchey Tilley grows up in the wilderness 
of hills under the care of an eccentric old 
doctor who has run away from the world to 
hide and lives the life of a hermit, feared 
and shunned by the natives of the region. 
The old man dies, and the boy, 20 years old, 
sets forth on foot in quest of an answer to 
a question that has troubled him ever since 
he could remember: What is life all about, 
anyway? Although educated after a fashion 
by the old doctor, Nitchey has, at the time 
of his flight from solitude, seen less than a 
score of human beings, and it is the assump- 
tion of the tale that he is in every way an 
unspoiled primitive, save for the vexing 
question that drives him now. 

On his wanderings in the direction of New 
York, where surely the answer may be 
found, he encounters two young women, one 
a highly sophisticated urbanite on vacation, 
the other as primitive as himself. With the 
latter, he finally reaches New York, where 
the other young woman is again encoun- 
tered. The possibilities of dramatic tension 
in this situation are not neglected. 

In the end, Nitchey becomes a celebrated 
“primitive” painter, and not only weds the 
right girl, but finds an answer to his ques- 
tion that he regards as satisfactory. 

To live wholly in the Here and Now, un- 


troubled by either the past or future, is the 


great secret, according to his conviction. 
Might not the old cow back in the wilder- 
ness have told him as much, had he only 
thought to ask her? The doctrine, as de- 


‘veloped with mystical implications by the 


author, is not lacking in persuasiveness; but 
is it not rather suspiciously flattering to a 
generation that, characteristically and to an 
extraordinary degree, has attempted ‘o live 
wholly in the moment, and with ill success? 

As a matter of fact, there is no exclusive 
contemporaneity for the human conscious- 
ness, and any attempt to live as though 
there were will prove fatal to the human. 
Every act or thought in the tick of the 
moment is inevitably both reminiscent and 
prophetic. Reminiscent of what and pro- 
phetic of what? This is the vital question. 
Time for man is undivided; and the very 
scale of values that make or keep him hvu- 
man is based upon that fact. Race experi- 
ence and the projection thereof into the fu- 


ture in the interest of the race—by what . 


other means‘can we ‘rise above the beast?

EVERAL years back, it will be recalled, 
James Branch Cabell signalized an epoch 
in his own life history as a writer by drop- 
ping one-third of his name and announcing 
that henceforth he would be Branch Cabell.

For this reason, he assures us, he de'iber- 
ately chose such a protagonist, believing 
that the majority of his readers would thus 
be “cordially irritated,” and wishing “not to 
remit the pleasures promised by a cont!nu- 
ance of mock egotism.” Nevertheless, it is 
out of the rich experience of the late Man- 
uel that he must have created the “urbane 
nightmare” of Smirt’s ironical] adventures. 

The text on the title page is perhaps the 
best summary of the book’s meaning, if any:

The first four would be appointed’ 


for one year and woud receive $25 
a day and necessary expenses while 
sitting on the board. The repre- 
sentatives of the public, one of 
whom would be chairman, would be 
appointed for five years and would 
receive $10,000 a year. The board is 
empowered to appoint such attor- 
neys, special experts, examiners, 
mediators, clerks and other em- 
ployes as it may find necessary, and 
to set up regional or local boards. 
The principal‘ office of the board 
would be in Washington, but it 
could meet in exercise of all its 
powers in any other place. 


The chief function of the board, 
besides preventing “unfair prac- 
tices’ by employers, would be to 
engage in voluntary arbitration of 
labor disputes as to hours, wages 
and other conditions of employ- 
ment. 

The advocates and the opponents 
of the bill have lined up as might 
be expected. The. American Fed- 
eration of Labor leaders are solidly 
for it. The National Association of 
Manufacturers and the National 
Iron and Steel Institute, to mention 
only two organizations of employ- 
ers, are just as solidly against it. 


Giving the side of labor, Presi- 
dent William Green of the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor says: 

“There is no middle course. For 
seven months we have tried the 
method of persuasion. It has not 
worked. 

“We are now forced to recognize 
that a deliberate and planned cam- 
paign is under way, on the part of 
certain employers, not to comply 
with section 7A. We must recog- 
nize this fact and meet it. The em- 
ployers who are systematically chal- 
lenging and impeding the action of 
the National Labor Board are in 
the minority.” 

One opponent of the bill has 
claimed that . its enactment will 
make the Government “a muster 
sergeant for unionizing the millions 
of workers, who for their own good 
reasons, have declined adamantly to 
affiliate themselves with the na- 
tional unions.” 
The National Association of Man- 
ufacturers claims that the bill would 
“not equalize bargaining power, but 
would transfer monopolistic power 
upon one minority group to the vir- 
tual exclusion of the common rights 
of the mass of workers.” 


Speaking before the Federal 
Trade Commission made its report 
on the steel code and its price-fix- 
ing operations, the American Iron & 
Steel Institute contended that the 


bill would “turn the control of Amer- 


ican industry over to a national la- 
bor union monopoly, notwithstand- 
ing the fact that national unions by 
appeals for voluntary membership 


over a period of years have succeed- 


ed in enrolling less than 10 per cent 
of the workers.” : 

Other objectors to the bill claim 
that the procedure outlined for the 
National Labor Board discriminates 
in favor of labor. One of the provi- 
sions under attack permits the 
board or one of its authorized 
agents upon “information acquired 
from any source whatsoever” to is- 
sue a complaint against an employ- 


for Railway Labor. 


er who has been reported as en- 
gaging in an unfair labor practice. 

“In any such proceeding,” the bill 
says, “the examiner or the board 
shall not be bound by the rules of 
evidence prevailing in courts of law 
or equity.” 

On its face, this seems like an 
alarming provision. But there are 
similar provisions already on the 
statute books, In this instance, the 
person so complained of has the 
right to file an answer, to appear 
and give testimony and to avail 
himself ef the compulsory process 
of the Board in summoning witness- 
es in his own behalf. Finally he has 
a resort to the courts. : 

The provision about procedure not 
being bound by the rules of evi- 
dence in courts of law or equity is 
not new. The Interstate Commerce 
Commission is not bound by any 
such legal or cquity procedure. It 
has built up its own rules, both for 
its examiners and the Commission 
itself. 

Another objection to the bill is 
that it provides that when the de- 
cisicns of the board are taken to 
court on one of its “unfair prac- 
tices” orders, “the findings of the 
Board as to facts, if supported by 
evidence, sha'l be conclusive.” 

Advocates of the bill declare that 
the National Labor Board provi- 
sions ret up a conciliatory body 
comparable to United States Board 
of Mediation which now functions 
Senator Wag- 
ner, commenting on the “unfair 
practices” provisions, insists that 
the Board’s procedure will be 
“strictly analogous” to that of the 
Federal: Trade Commission in deal- 
ing with unfair competition. 

“There is nothing to interfere in 
any way,” he says, “with any ag- 
grieved party's right to a final hear- 
ing before a court of the United 
States.” 

Senator Wagner emphasizes that 
so far as mediation, conciliation 
,and voluntary arbitration engage 
the attention of the board, the ac- 
tions of the board will not have the 
slightest flavor of compulsion. 

“It will act,” he says, “only in a 
suggestive capacity. It will deal 
only with parties who appear wil- 
lingly, and the force of its decisions 
will depend entirely upon the sanc- 
tion of public sentiment.” 

The decisions of the board in 
these voluntary cases are, of course, 
subject to review by court. 

The concluding section of the bill 
provides for the creation of the 
United States Conciliation Service 
in the Labor Department under a 
Director of Conciliation to be ap- 
pointed by the Secretary of Labor. 
The director is authorized to offer 
his good offices to parties to any 
labor dispute and to adjust such 
disputes by conciliation or media- 
tion or by arranging voluntary ar- 
bitration. 

This week the Senate Education 
and Labor Committee heard adv¥o- 
cates for the bill. Next week the 
opponents of the bill will take the 
stand. Af yet President Roosevelt 
has not announced his position re- 
garding it. His approval or disap- 
proval will have great influence 
with Congress. If he asks for its 
passage, it probably will be enact- 
ed. If he remains silent, it’s fate 


is doubtful, at least during this ses- 
sion.

funds in greater proportion than the 
other communities. St. Louis, St. 
Louis County and Jackson County, 
including Kansas City, with 41 per 
cent of the population of the State, 
received 85 per cent of the expendi- 
tures for direct relief. Of the 14,- 
658,518.97 disbursed to March 1 they 
received $12,626,780.84. 

In St. Louts $8,918,414 was ex- 
pended in direct relief, of which | 
$2,735,933, or 30 per cent, was con- 
tributed locally. In St. Louis Coun- 
ty the expenditures amounted to 
$957,392, of which $158,161, or 16 per 
cent, was contributed locally. In 
Jackson County (Kansas City) the 
expenditures were $2,750,973, of 
which $811,278, or 29 per cent, was 
contributed locally. For the re- 
mainder of the state the expendi- 
tures totaled $2,031,738, of which 
$104,266, or 5 per cent, was contrib- 
uted locally. Fifty of the 114 coun- 
ties of the state, however, have re- 
ceived no aid through the State 
Commission, having cared for their 
own needs. 

Under the new set-up the distri- 
bution of food, which in many com- 
munities has been of great help, 
will be continued. From Oct. 1, 
1933, to March 1, this year, there 
was free distribution of 1,564,915 
pounds of flour, 1,590,000 pounds of 
salt pork, $1,005,770 pounds of 
smoked pork, 424,240 dozen eggs, 


534,580 pounds of fresh beef, 45,696 
pounds of canned beef, 963,527 


dried beans and 13,710 bushels of 
apples. 
Student Aid to Continue. 

There also will continue aid to 
students in schools and colleges 
through part time employment. At 
present 2060 students in 50 schools 
in Missouri are receiving part time 
work at a cost of $30,700 a month. 

Extensive preparation is being 
made for garden aid for individuals 
and communities. Garden seed is 
being furnished for approximately 
65,000 private gardens and many 
community gardens will be estab- 
lished. Seed of 18 varieties of vege- 
tables is being supplied in suffi- 
cient quantities to provide the esti- 
mated needs of the families-(or com- 
munities) for the summer and fall, 
with a sufficient surplus for can- 
ning to provide the vegetables need- 
ed through next winter. The prod- 
ucts of these gardens will be for 
the individuals having the gardens, 
and from community gardens, for 
free distribution to the needy. 

The Missouri Commission will go 
into the new set-up with a record 
of relief administration free of 
scandal. There have been a few 
charges of political favoritism, but 
none has been substantiated. In 
Kansas City there have been com- 
plaints from some Republican 
sources that the “Pendergast or- 
ganization” has been favored, but 
investigation developed that the lo- 
cal administration is largely in the 
hands of Republicans. In contrast 
there have been complaints from 
some Democratic sources in St. 
Louis and St. Louis County that 
the administration here has favored 
the Republicans. 

There have been a few instances 
of charges of financial irregulari- 
ties, but in each case the charge 
was against some local “small fry” 
individuals, who, when the Depart- 
ment of Justice established the 
guilt, were forced to make refunis 
of money wrongfully obtained. 
There has not been one charg2 
against any responsible adminis- 
trative official.

Republicans without bloodshed Past 
experiences had proved that army- 
made revolutions—and there have 
been many in Spain—were always 
followed by army-made govern- 
ments. Elimination of both the 
army and the church from politics 
is considered indispensable if re 
publicanism is to endure. In the 
Guard Civile (a civilian police or- 
ganized on a mobile military basis) 
the Government has a powerful 
arm. While the average Spa:iard 
detests the military and hates the 
police, he tolerates the Guard Civile 
and respects it. 

Although Spain’s experience in 
giving political equality to wemren 
has not been pleasant for the re- 
public, there is no particular desire 
to revoke universal suffrage. There 
can be no doubt that the women 
were largely responsible for the de 
feat of the Socialists in the recent 
election. At the polls in the last 
election the Clericals voted every 
nun and priest in Spain and also 
the occupants of the many ‘homes 
and asylums that the church super- 
vises. Except for infrequent sor- 
ties made by Socialist youths who 
sought to drive the nuns from scme 
of the voting places, party leaders 
view their activities with tolerance. 
The Government, however, officially 
and publicly “regretted” that pcli- 
ticians and priests found it neces- 
sary to cqmpel women, who had 
forsworn the world, to appear at 
the voting booths. The nuns came 
out in ordinary garments, dis -ard- 
ing for the moment, their somber 
robes, but. they were easily distin- 
guishable at the polls. 

The church also exerted a power- 
ful influence in the elections over 
the Spanish women as a whole. Ex- 
plicit commands were given to them 
not only to go to the polls but to 
vote for certain specified candi- 
dates. Without these heavy odds 
against them the Socialists, despite 
their norma! losses, probably would 
have returned a powerful group to 
the Cortes. 

Socialists’ Possibilities. 

So long as they control the Union 
General de Trabajadores (the So- 
cialist workers’ organization) the 
Socialist party still can play a for- 
midable role in Spanish politics. 
There also is the possibility of their 
forming a loose collaboration with 
the two extreme left groups—the 
Anarchists and the Communists 
who still are at odus—and with the 
Syndicalists, in order to combat 
the Reactionaries in the Cortes, and 
to preserve the constitution as it 
now stands.

One lifeboat was missing but 
there was no indication why the crew should 
have left her. Months later a German 
sailor dying in a hospital at Hammerfest 
confessed that he was one of a crew of 
shipwrecked liquor smugglers who had killed 
the nine men aboard the Istiennan in order 
to get a lifeboat and make their way home. 
The lifeboat was burned when they reached 
their destination, thus wiping out all trace. 
Occasionally a derelict is encountered for 
which no reason can be assigned, as in the 
case of the large four-masted American 
bark, James B. Chester. The British ship 
Marathon came upon her in the middle of 
the Atlantic, seemingly about to tack. As 
the Marathon’s skipper watched, the 
Chester's sails spilled the wind and flapped 
wildly. His curiosity aroused, the British 
captain sailed closer and hailed the Chester. 
The only answer being the flapping of the 
canvas, the skipper sent his first mate and 
several sailors aboard her. They found 
everything all right on deck, the paint work

disabled in an 80-mile-an-hour gale as she 
crossed the international date line of the 
Pacific on January 2, 1932. She had sunk 
so low that her decks were awash when 
her crew of 42 were rescued by the Reiyo 
Maru. Believing that an hour more would 
have brought death to them and the end 
to the Tamaho, they fervently thanked 
their rescuers.

Coyotes, Bobcats, Wolves and 
Porcupines Are Among Those Cited 
by the United States Bureau 
of Biological Survey in Its List 
of Four-Footed Public Enemies.

WASHINGTON, D. C 
HE United States 
has declared war on 
the animal iunder- 
world The long 
arm of the Federal 
Government now is 
stretching out with 
the greatest vigor 
in its history in a struggle to halt the 
vast and costly destruction wrought by 
a long list of predatory animals over 
wide areas in every section of the 
l'nited States. 

In the capable hands of the Biolo- 
gical Survey of the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture has been 
placed the responsibility of checking 
the carnage of hordes of predators and 
rats, field 
mice, bobcats, wolves, mountain lions, 


rodents such as coyotes, 


prairie dogs, pocket gophers, ground 
squirrels, jack rabbits and porcupines. 

These animals, in what to them is a 
-erfectly legitimate and essential 
search for food, destroy millions of 
dollars worth of property, farm pro- 
By the 
upon 


duce, and livestock each year. 
tens of millions, they swarm 
their prey throughout the land, leaving 
a wide trail of economic loss, and 
sometimes of mortal disease. 

The greatest of all Federal drives 
against the animal underworld now 
is underway. Actively heading that job 
is Stanley P. Young, chief of the Divi- 
sion of Predatory Animal and Rodent 
Control of the Bureau of Biological 
Survey. It is Mr. Young who is the 
veneralissimo in charge of the forces 
which the United States has marshaled 
to protect its citizens from the depre- 
dations of destructive animals. 

“Except with respect to their un- 
happy experiences with rats, city folk 
have little conception of the continu- 
waged 


ous warfare which must be 


against the predators of the open 
country,’ Young told the 
‘“‘However, they have a vital economic 
interest in it, because the losses en- 
tailed through animal depredations 
have a wide effect. It is for that rea- 
son that the Federal Government has 
entered so definitely into this by no

Young pointed out that the Sur- 
vey is working on the control of two 
groups of destructive wild animals of 
the United States and its territories.

There are many noteworthy side- 
lights to the Survey's work. For ex- 
ample, it is estimated that one wolf 

-whose picture, incidentally, now 
hangs framed in the Survey's offices 
at Washington—alone and unaided de- 
stroyed livestock in one Western state 
valued at more than $23,000. 

This wolf, a huge, heavy-pawed 
specimen, successfully eluded hunters 


for several seasons, and only was 
brought to book after a most carefully 
laid campaign. 

The extreme mobility of predators, 
as well as their amazing fecundity, 
makes the Federal Government's task 
a tremendous one. Indicative of the 
former condition is a test recently con- 
ducted under Survey auspices.

The total damage, 
including $123,000 for prompt repairs 
of the break, has been estimated at 
$50,000. 

For the farm community alone, it 
has been estimated that rat depreda- 
tions cost an annual sum of $186,000,- 
vo0. This stupendous figure has been 
arrived at on a survey made among 
6000 farmers, who estimated their in- 
dividual annual losses through the de- 
structiveness of rats at forty dollars. 
At least 4,650,000 American farms, 75 


per cent of the total, are _ de- 
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clared to be confronted by this 
lem. 

When one adds this estimat 
$186,000,000 to the scores of mi 
of dollars of damage done by 
each year in urban centers, the vita 
character of the Biological Survey 
work is better appreciated.

went to the movies too much. He 
wanted to be a hero.

The 
hero remark coincided with one at- 
tributed to Faber who was quoted as 
saying: ‘‘Murton was dying for ad- 
miration.

with a blow but someone had a nerv- 
ous trigger finger and a new widow 
was created.

“SNEATH the hard, 
bright, brittle sur- 
face of America— 
the standardized, 
mechanized blare 
of radio and movies 
and drone of giant 
motors — one may 
| find the elements 
that are American. 
Deeper than the ‘‘culture’’ that comes 
from New York or Hollywood, by way 
of London or Paris perhaps, are these 
elements of an authentic culture that 
grew out of the American adventure 
and all that that phrase implies—the 
peopling of a vast continent, the crea- 
tion of a new race. 

It is this folk culture that St. Louis 
is to have opportunity to see. The 
whole country, north, south, east, 
west, has been drawn upon. For a 
week, from April 29 to May 5, there 
will pass across the stage of the new 
Municipal Auditorium, as a part of the 
dedicatory program of that civic cen- 
ter, men and women who will sing or 
dance or act what is truest and most 
representative from their section. 

And they will not be museum pieces 
either. In many instances they will 
sing the songs and dance the dances 
and tell the tales that are part of the 
present life of their region. Others 
will recreate what has been in part 
lost or forgotten. 

What a procession it will be. Lum- 
berjacks from Michigan. Cowboys 
from Arizona. Old-time fiddlers and 
singers from the Ozarks. Sailors from 
New York's Sailors’ Snug Harbor with 
their sea chanties. The spirituals of 
the Negroes. Spanish-Americans from 
Santa Fe, New Mexico, in a trans- 
planted miracle play centuries old. The 
play-parties of Oklahoma. Pueblo In- 
dians in a traditional dance. 

The program, which is now being 
fixed in final form, is the work of the 
National Folk Festival Association. 
And the prime mover in this associ- 
ation has been Sarah Gertrude Knott, 
the national director. It was she who 
first had the idea of bringing together 
these component parts of America’s 
background.

first it was Miss Knott's 
plan to enlist a genuine interest in 
the various sections so that they 
would be impelled to send their own 
delegations to this national folk show. 
She did not want it to be merely a 
handpicked performance for St. Louis’ 
benefit.

UNIOR, a tall, handsome youth, 

had grown up to be honor student

But 13 days after Mr. Blacklidge’s 
death, the son was laid in a gruve be- 
side him. He died of double pneu- 
monia, contracted, the doctor said, 
helping his mother care for his father. 
A little later Mrs. Blacklidge herself 
became ill. 

When she finally recovered she 
found, added to her other griefs, 
financial worries. Her salary as collec- 
tor was $7500 a year. She had never 
possessed personal fortune. Her hus- 
band’s investments had ‘slumped se- 
verely. And now she was confronted 
by a staggering array of bills, doc- 
tors’ bills, hospital bills, nurses’ bills. 

It was at this juncture that two 
men, giving the names of Roy Burgess 
and George- Parker, called on her at 
the fashionable Flamingo Hotel, where 
she lived. They said they were ‘“‘friends 
of her husband.” 

They had heard, the two strangers 
explained, that she was having a hard 
time now that John was dead. Be- 
cause of their long friendship for 
him, they went on, they had 
come to offer her a chance to make 
some money. 

All she had to do was enter a little 
faro game they were organizing at the 
request of ‘‘a hick named Reynolds.” 
Reynolds, ‘a retired farmer. witi 
plenty of money,’ fancied himself a 
eard shark. but they—Ha! Ha!—knew

his system. So eager were they for 
their ‘‘old friend’s widow’’ to get in 
on the easy money to be made that one 
of them offered to put up for her the 
$50,000 necessary for entering the 
game. 

The game started in Springfield one 
Sunday morning late in January, 1931, 
and within two hours she was $207.- 
000 ahead. But when she suggested 
cashing in her winnings so that she 
could cateh the afternoon train back 
to Chicago, Farmer Reynolds, the 
heavy loser, demurred. 

What right had she to take so much 
money out of the pot when she hadn't 
put in a single cent? As a sign of her 
good faith, he insisted that she first 
back the check which Parker had 
put up for her with $50,000 in cash. 

She hurried back to Chicago, sought 
out her good friend and political ally, 
Ed Litsinger, and told him how 
things stood. He agreed to loan her

the $50,000, the story goes, with one 
proviso. That was, that she pay him 
$10,000 out of her winnings. 

This she readily agreed to do, and 
the following day, with him and his 
nephew, Fred Litsinger, she returned 
to Springfield. While the millionaire 
politician waited in an adjoining 
room, Mrs. Blacklidge and 
Fred, carrying the cash, 
entered the room where 
the game was in progress 
And then came disaster. 

For some unexplained 
reason, she began to play 
again, and in less than 20 
minutes had lost not only 
the $207,000 she had 
made, but the $50,000 
which she borrowed. Be- 
fore the police, whom the 
senior Litsinger promptly 
summoned, could arrive, 
Reynolds, the ‘‘hick,’’ had 
vanished with all the 
money. 

This, at least, was he 
version of what happened. 
When the affair became 
public Litsinger had a 
somewhat different story 
to tell. He was quoted as 
saying that she had ob- 
tained the $50,000 loan 
from him by telling hin 
the money was needed to 
satisfy a claim against a 
‘‘confidential’’ business of 
her husband’s—that she 
had to pay this claim be- 
fore she could. collect 
$90,000 due her from this 
business. His nephew, 
carrying the money, went 
with Mrs. Blacklidge to 
the room where the three 
men were waiting, he 
said, while he remained 
in the lobby of the hotel. 
As soon as Fred entered 
the room, he related, the 
three men pounced on 
him and took the money 
away from him. 

‘‘As soon as Fred could 
get loose,’ Litsinger was 

quoted as say- 
ing, “he came 
downstairs with 
Mrs. Blacklidge 
and one of the 
men following. 
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He came right to me and told me he 
had been robbed. Mrs. Blacklidge pro- 
tested and said that Fred gave her 
the money and that she placed a bet 
and had lost, but that if I would give 
her a half hour she would get the 
money back.’’ 

Litsinger accused her of complicity 
in a plot to rob him. 

But she made indignant denial, and 
then sued him for $150,000 damages. 
The suit is still pending. 

secause of the notoriety she _ in- 
curred by the incident, Mrs. Black- 
lidge resigned her office as Collector 
of Internal Revenue. In a statement 
accompanying her resignation, § she 
said: ‘‘It is my sense of obligation to 
iny Government, to my kin, to my 
friends and to those who have placed 
their trust in me by giving me the 
opportunity for public service that 
compels me at this time to remove 
myself from the service, thus relieving 
all of the embarrassment which I know 
my grave mistake in judgment, though 
with no wrong or ulterior motive, has 
brought on. 

‘After sleepless nights here in the 
hospital and ever since that terrible 
occurrence in Springfield, when I was 
misled and made a dupe by criminals, 
I have decided the right course for me 
lo pursue is to add to my other losses 
and sufferings the resignation from 
the service which I loved and which 
I served faithfully.”’ 


FEW months later a man named 

reorge Perry was shot to death 

at his home in South Bend, Indi- 
ana Mrs. Blacklidge identified the 
body as that of one of the swin- 
dilers in the faro game; she said he 
was the one who used the name of 
Parker ’ 

Police expressed the opinion he had 
been killed by a confederate for fail- 
ing to divide the loot from the 
swindle. 

Then, in the summer of 1932, the 
wife of Policeman Nottingham, of the 
Grand Crossing Station, came upon 
letters which Mrs. Blacklidge had writ- 
ten to the policeman. 

Mrs. Nottingham at once began to 
investigate. Sometimes she perched 
precariously on the tops of barrels 
and motor cars and peered through 
transoms and windows into rooms to 
which she said she trailed the pair. 

When Mrs. Nottingham presented 
the evidence thus accumulated at the 
recent hearing of her alienation of af- 
fections suit, Mrs. Blacklidge said. 
‘‘He didn’t tell me he was married 
at first.”’ 

She admitted having written him 
notes beginning ‘‘Denny Dear’ and 
‘“‘Denny Darling.’’ She admitted meet- 
ings with Nottingham in a South Side 
apartment and admitted having kissed 
him. 

She said, “I liked him better 
than any man I knew.” But she in- 
sisted that her relationship with the 
policeman was merely that of friend- 
ship—that she had even advised him 
to go back to his wife. The jury of 16 
husbands and two bachelors decided 
against the 42-year-old woman who. 
estranged from wealthy and influen- 
tial friends, had turned for consolation 
to the partrolwagon driver with a wife 
and child.
